RULES  GOVERNING  PATIENTS. 

1. — The  Examination  day  for  Patients  .  Monday  at  1  p.m. 

Accidents  and  urgent  cases  at  any  time. 

2.  — The  suitability  of  any  case  for  admission  is  left  to  the  discretion 
of  the  Honorary  Medical  Officers,  after  admission. 

3.  — Patients  sent  in  by  a  Subscriber  must  bring  an  Admission  Card 
from  such  Subscriber ;  also,  an  advice  note  from  their  own  Medical 
Attendant.  Such  Patients  will  be  asked  to  contribute  towards  the  cost 
of  their  MAINTENANCE,  in  full,  or  as  much  thereof  as  they  are  able 

4.  — Old  Age  Pensioners  of  70  years,  and  proved  necessitous  cases, 
will  be  treated  free. 
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5.  — Voluntary  Subscribers  to  the  Banbury  and  District  Workpeople’s 
Hospital  Fund  Association  will  receive  the  following  privileges  upon  the 
presentation  of  their  cards  at  the  Hospital : — 

Schedule  A.  Contributors — 

In-patient  Treatment:  Adult  5s.  per  week. 

,,  ,,  Child:  3s.  6d.  per  week. 

Out-patient  Treatments:  Treatments  6d.  each. 

No  benefit  at  other  hospitals. 

Schedule  B.  Contributors  : 

Free  Treatment  at  all  departments  of  the  Hospital,  and 
the  following  extra  benefits,  viz.  :  Patient’s  fees  will  he 
borne  by  the  Horton  General  Hospital. 

(a)  When  transferred  from  that  Hospital  to  any  other 
Voluntary  Hospital. 

(b)  When  by  reason  of  accident  or  sudden  illness,  a  patient 
temporarily  residing  elsewhere,  or  engaged  in  travel, 
enters  any  other  Voluntary  General  Hospital. 

(c)  When  after  attendance  at  the  Horton  General  Hospital, 
the  patient  is  transferred  by  a  member  of  the  Hon. 
Medical  Staff  to  a  special  hospital.  In  any  such  case 
the  benefit  shall  be  reviewed  from  time  to  time  by  the 
Executive  Committee. 

6.  — No  person  known  to  be  suffering  from  an  Infectious  Disease  will 
be  admitted. 

7.  — No  conveyance  bringing  a  patient  shall  leave  until  it  is  known 
whether  the  patient  be  admitted  or  not. 

8.  — Visitors  are  allowed — Two  to  each  patient — on  Thursdays  and 
Sundays,  2  to  3.30  p.m.  Visitors  will  not  be  allowed  in  the  Wards  on 
any  other  day,  except  in  serious  cases,  or  by  the  permission  of  the 
Matron. 

9.  — Visitors,  appointed  by  Official  Bodies,  are  asked  to  make  their 
presence  known  either  to  the  Matron,  or  Secretary,  and  to  sign  the 
Visitors’  Book  in  the  Entrance  Hall. 

10.  — All  gifts  to  patients  should  be  declared  to  the  Sister  of  the  Ward, 
to  obviate  danger  to  the  patient.

The  Hospital  is  recognised  as  a  Training  School  by  the  General 
Nursing  Council.  The  results  of  examinations  are  as  follows: — 

5  Nurses  sat  for  Preliminary  Exam.  3  Passed,  2  failed  in  two  subjects 

2  Nurses  sat  for  Final  Exam.  2  Passed,  0  failed. 

7.  — Workpeople’s  Hospital  Association.  The  growth  and  progress 
of  the  Banbury  and  District  Workpeople’s  Hospital  Association  is 
obvious  to  all  and  it  is  very  satisfactory  to  report  that  the  record  sum 
of  £2,200  has  been  received  during  the  year,  as  against  £1,700  for  the 
year  1928. 

The  Association  has  in  addition  given  £100  to  the  Appeal  Fund 
(earmarked  for  X-Ray  plant).  Schedule  A  Patients  treated,  71. 
Schedule  B  Patients  treated,  128. 

The  Association  is  worked  upon  a  voluntary  basis  and  the  Hospital 
treats  its  members  upon  the  following  scale: — 

Schedule  “B”  members  who  pay  2d.  single,  or  3d.  with  dependants, 
per  week,  are  treated  free. 

Schedule  “A”  members  who  pay  Id.  per  week  are  charged  at  the  rate 
of:  Adults  5/-,  non  earning  child  3/6  per  week. 

8.  — Buildings  and  Repairs.  By  arrangement,  Mr.  Gilbert  T.  Gardner, 
architect,  and  Messrs.  Benfield  and  Loxley,  builders,  have  carried  out 
certain  repairs  and  renovations  to  the  Children’s  Ward  and  Female 
Sanitary  Annexe  without  cost  to  the  Hospital.  The  Board  appreciate 
the  manner  in  which  their  suggestion  was  met  by  the  parties  concerned. 

A  new  boiler  has  been  installed  in  the  Nurses’  Hostel. 

A  new  linen,  drying  and  storing  room  is  being  provided. 

The  various  roofs  have  been  repaired. 

The  Anaesthetic  and  Sterilizer  Rooms  have  been  renovated. 

H.  and  C.  Wash  Basins  are  being  installed  in  the  Women’s  and 
Children’s  Wards. 

The  Nurses’  Hostel  and  Electro-Therapeutic  Department  demand 
attention. 

9.  — Obituary.  The  Board  regret  to  record  the  loss  by  death  of  nine 
Governors  during  the  year. 
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10.  — Arrangements  with  other  Hospitals.  A  provisional  arrangement 
lias  been  made  with  the  Oxford  and  Leamington  Hospitals  whereby  the 
Workpeople’s  Association  “  B  ”  patients  are  treated  free.  This  matter 
is  receiving  further  attention. 

11. — Hon.  Treasurer’s  Appeal  Fund.  The  Hon.  Treasurer’s  200,000 
Shillings  Appeal  Fund  has  been  credited  to  the  31st  December,  1929, 
with  68,897  shillings,  equalling  £3,444  17s.  It  is  hoped  that  without 
interfering  with  the  General  Fund  a  much  larger  sum  may  be  realised.

Your  Committee  submit  for  your  approval  tlie  Twenty-first  Report 
and  Balance  Sheet  for  the  year  ending  December  31st,  1929. 

The  financial  result  of  the  year’s  working  shows  a  continuation  of 
the  splendid  advance  that,  from  the  beginning  of  the  Association,  has 
marked  its  progress,  so  that  during  the  year,  the  sum  of  £2,200  has  been 
handed  to  the  Horton  General  Hospital  general  funds  and  £100  to  the 
Hon.  Treaurer’s  Appeal  Fund  ear-marked  for  the  X-Ray  Apparatus, 
making  in  all  £2,300.  The  greatest  part  of  this  result  belongs  to  the 
steady  advance  made  under  the  “  B”  Scheme,  nearly  4,000  Cards  hav¬ 
ing  been  issued  amongst  the  Units. 

The  Fete  in  July  last  was  again  a  financial  success,  a  balance  of  £319 
Is.  9d.  being  realised,  and  your  Committee  tender  their  thanks  to  all 
who  generously  assisted  in  bringing  about  such  an  excellent  result, 
specially  the  Ladies  Barrel  Organ  Party,  and  the  Banbury  Fire  Brigaae, 
who  under  adverse  circumstances,  did  everything  in  their  power  to  assist 
us,  after  their  programme  had  been  depleted  owing  to  the  Gillingham 
Disaster. 

Two  successful  Dances  last  winter  increased  the  funds  by  £22  16s. 
lOd.  A  whist  drive  organised  by  the  Women’s  Section  of  the  Licensed 
Trades’  Association  brought  in  £5  17s.  and  the  annual  “  Lorna  Cafe” 
Whist  Drive  resulted  in  £4  4s.  9d.  being  added.

Your  Committee  again  express  tlieir  thanks  to  the  Matron,  Assis¬ 
tant  Matron,  Sisters  and  Nurses  for  the  kindness  and  courtesy  shewn 
to  their  delegates  when  visiting;  also  tender  their  high  appreciation  of 
the  Hon.  Medical  Staff  for  their  skill  and  attention  to  the  patients.

SCHEME  B.  The  Card  System. 

This  System  received  the  approval  of  the 
Annual  Meeting  of  Members  held  at  the  Town 
Hall  on  February  4th,  1928,  and  is  based  upon 
the  national  ideal  of  free  treatment  for  holders 
of  subscription  cards. 

Married  men,  wives  and  non-earning  children 
or  men  with  dependants  non-earning  3d.  per 
week. 

Free  treatment  includes  in-patients,  X-Bay, 
Sun-Bay,  Casualty  dept.,  or  Electric  Thera¬ 
peutic  tre  atments ;  also  additional  benefit  at 
other  Hospitals  when  necessity  arises. 

The  Association  would  point  out  that  the  Card  System  is  now  being 
organised  all  over  the  country,  and  is  of  great  advantage  to  every 
member.  It  is,  however,  to  be  distinctly  understood  that  Units  or 
individual  members  of  Units,  should  have  free  choice  as  to  which  Scheme 
they  adopt,  but  we  strongly  recommend  the  Scheme  B. 

Organisation. — The  Association  is  ever  ready  to  send  speakers  into 
the  Villages  to  instruct  the  local  leaders,  and  to  assist  in  the  formation 
of  a  Unit. 

Each  Unit  is  self-contained  and  its  Officers  responsible  to  the 
Association.
